I am the past President of the Academy of Facial Plastic and Reconstructive 
Surgery Society, Chairman of the fellowship Review Committee, a Fellowship Program 
Director* the Sub-committee Chairman for the Ninth International Symposium and I am a 
current member of the Ethics Committee for the American Academy of Facial Plastic and 
Reconstructive Surgery, 

Ax the Annual Indiana University School of Medicine, wirb the Department of 
Otolaryngology-Head & Neck Surgery Department where I serve as a Clinical Associate 
Professor, we were hosting a Facial Plastic Surgery Meeting where Dr. Dyer was an 
invited faculty member. The meeting was in Indianapolis, Indiana, on December 3-4, 
1999 and the course was titled, "facial Plastic Surgery: Entering the New Millennium." 
Dr. Wallace K. Dyer and 1 met and we had a confidential meeting in which Dr. Dyer 
disclosed his invention to me. 

Dr. Dyer showed me a clear vial that contained a suspension of very small particles in a 
liquid. Dr. Dyer told me that the suspension had very finely sized pieces of a solid 
surgical material suspended in a biocompatible liquid. He told rne that this composition 
was for insertion in soft tissue for repair or reconstruction of such tissues. The 
suspension was expanded polytetrafluoroethylene particles in a polyvinylpyrrolidone 
solution. 

I have received no remuneration for these statements and have volunteered to provide this 
declaration.
